—but because Hebrew lacks vowels—it is easy to arrive at 
MAZO. The name is a perfect equivalent of the name Cohen— 
the most ancient and revered family appellation in the world 
today. The late Crown Rabbi Jacob Mase of Moscow was your 
namesake—although he used an “S” and an “E” in the trans- 
literation.

Instigated by Gifted Artist Leaf

It is a non-political, bloodless affair, carried on in the realm of the plastic arts. 
One of the arch “revolutionaries” is Reuben Leaf, artist, writer, and often, self-promoter, He 
has been instrumental in bringing a “new look” in recent months, to more than two dozen syna- 


gogues in half the 48 states. 





At first glance, the “new look” 
is a bare look. Torah mantles, 
paroches (ark curtains), and pul- 
pit covers have been stripped of 
the traditional fringes, tassels, 
silver decorations,: and other or- 
naments characteristic of XVIII 
century roccoco style. These ar-

He is 
so intrigued by calligraphy, that 
he recently published, at a finan- 
cial loss, a limited edition of a 
sturdy, beautifully-prepared book 
called “Hebrew Alphabets”. The 
book: traces Hebrew lettering 
from 400 B.C.E. to the present. It 
contains 70 illustrative plates 
with explanatory notes in Eng- 
lish, Hebrew, and Yiddish. 


As a supplement to the book, 
Leaf has put out a Hebrew let- 
tering manual used in many 
schools, centers and camps today.

HE Rubins are no longer worried about Harold’s

Much has been written in the recent past in news- 





ation of 


papers and magazines about the causes of juvenile 
delinquency. Authorities in this field, genuine and 
self-styled, have given many reasons. Slums, broken 
homes, economic forces, lack of recreational or vo- 
cational outlets, parental failures, lessening of re- 
ligious influence, weaknesses in correctional agencies 
such as police, courts, and reformatories, inade- 
quacies of our schools, emotional maladjustments, 
weakening of the moral fiber of our society, and soft- 
ness or lack of “old-fashioned discipline” in our at- 
titudes have all been cited to explain the rise in 
wanton vandalism and other forms of delinquency.

he“positions” advertising in 
The Post has grown into 
a not insignificant item of rev- 
enue, and of course, serves a 
useful purpose in the community. 
T know of numerous cases where 
the present occupants of pulpits 
and cantors too, found their 
positions through the ads in The 
Post. 

Because this kind of advertis- 
ing was a novelty in the Anglo- 
Jewish press, we at first were 
guilty of permitting some of the 
applicants for jobs, as also some 
of the congregations, to say 
some things in the ads which 
were less than dignified. 

I recall the complaints when 
some rabbis used the term, 
“American-born” in their ads. 
The objections came from rab- 
bis who had migrated here 
from England and Germany and 
France, and most certainly was 
a valid one, We deleted this 
description thereafter. There 
were other similarly discrimina- 
tory remarks, and_ gradually 
we've weeded most of them out. 

dust recently however, in the 
case of a congregation seeking 
a cantor, a particularly offensive 
ad crept in, and we immediately 
began to hear from many sour- 
ces—which proves if nothing 
else, that The Post ads are read, 
even the small ones. 


Below is a vigorous complaint + 


which I think is justified, and I’m 
happy to print Cantor Putter- 
man’s letter. But the last sen- 
tence in the letter is as offensive 
to us as was the ad to the can- 
tors, What makes people who 
read The Post think that we can 
be intimidated by threats? I 
have always maintained that any 
newspaper should always be sub- 
jected to challenges or what it 
does, and it is a source of grati- 
fication to us to see people take 
The Post so seriously. But by 
now they ought to learn that we 
will do what we think is right, 
without having to be coerced, 
and if we think what we are 
doing is right, no one can force 
us to change our actions. 

Before I print this letter, I

Only one who has 
character, not a prima don 
na, knows his place in rela 
tion to a Rabbi, can take or- 
ders without resentment, 
need apply. Rabbi’s office, 
Box 503, Youngstown, Ohio. 
You will be interested to 

learn that we have received 
many letters from rabbis, can- 
tors, and lay leaders who ex- 
pressed strong resentment that 
this ad was accepted and print- 
ed by your newspaper. We, 
therefore, take this means to 
protest most emphatically the 
lack of standards in accepting 
to be published an advertise- 
ment which is a direct insult 
to every self respecting cantor. 

In May of 1951 a proposed 
code for rabbi-cantors-con- 
gregation relationships drafted 
by a joint committee repre- 
senting The Rabbinical Assem- 
bly of America, and The Can- 
tors Assembly of America set 
forth the following: 

“No code can provide for all 
the possibilities inherent in 
a relationship so sacred 
and intimate as that which 
exists between rabbi, cantor 
and congregation. It is im- 
perative that both rabbi and 
cantor realize they are ser- 
vants of the congregations, 
engaged in bringing the 
beauty, dignity and inspira- 
tion of Judaism into the lives 
of the worshippers, In order 
to achieve this there must be 
harmony and cooperation be- 
tween rabbi and cantor and 
a mutual trust and confi- 
dence in each others sincer- 
ity and integrity. The one 
is charged with the respon- 
sibility of preaching and 
teaching, as well as the gen- 
eral welfare of the congre- 
gation: the other with inter- 
preting musically the relig- 
ious values and insights of 
our heritage through the 
means of our sacred liturgy 
and of serving as the Sheli- 
ach’ Zibbur par excellence. 
Both are co-workers in the 
vineyard of the Lord and are 
expected to conduct them- 
selves in relationship to each 
other and to the congrega- 
tion in a manner befitting 
their sacred calling. 
Congregations, too, must 
realize that they stand in a 
special relationship to the 
rabbi and cantor who serve 
them. They are not employ- 
ees in the usual sense of the 
word, though they derive 
their livelihood from the con- 
gregation and owe their 
loyalty to the _ institution 
which employes them. It

With interest I read your edi- 
torial, though I confess it leaves 
me unconvinced that my action 
warrants the attention it has re- 
veived, flattering though it be.

Clumsily put together, and even filled with typo- 
graphical errors, the book is written in the bombastic 
style that might be expected. It would be a waste 
of time to discuss the “facts” it presents, for they 
are often half-truths, or mere assertions that can 
neiher be proven nor disproven. ' 

WHAT EMERGES AGAIN is the single fact that 
Mr. Bergson and his associates had great talents as

publicists, and that they stepped into a vacuum that 
had been left by the various organizations that were 
supposed to fulfill the function of chanelling public 
opinion on the Jewish cause. The stage celebrities 
and other notables who signed the innumerable pe- 
titions of the Bergson organizations were mostly 
folks who yearned to do something as Jews, or for 
the Jews, and who had not been reached by the 
regular organizations. They had been given no 
outlet, no means of identifying themselves with the 
cause. The Bergsonites took them into camp. 

Maybe the Zionists an@ the Jewish Agency peo- 
ple were too busy doing the real jobs that the 
Irgunists claimed to be doing, to devote full energy 
to ad-writing and name collecting. Only, it turned 
out a little later on that this was not a negligible 
factor in the campaign for Israel. 

The Bergson technique was pretty much like the 
technique used by the Communists in the days of 
the united front. You create a number of front 
organizations each of which is limited to a cause 
with which, scarcely anyone can disagree. Thus, 
you call for a Jewish fighting force. You call for 
rescue of the Jews of Europe. Everyone will agree. 
You enroll people, and later on try to carry them 
along toward your main purpose. 

THE MAIN PURPOSE of the Bergsonites was to 
take over the leadership of the Jewish people and 
to embark on Irgunist adventures of aggrandize-

ment. As the less innocent among the big names 
came to understand Bergson’s eventual aims, they 
dropped out of the movement, like big name Van 
Passen who was among the first to withdraw. 

It is a pity that such energy, cleverness, and pas- 
sion could not have been inducted into the main 
stream of Jewish redemption. One can argue that 
the extremists are a natural and needed adjunct to 
every cause, but there is always the question of 
cost, and even from this record of “achievements” 
presented by their own secretary, it is hard to be- 
lieve that the Bergson group was worth what it cost, 
in money, in blood, and in human trust.

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RABBI SAYS TORAH LOVING JEWS 
HAD TO DEMONSTRATE IN NEW YORK

I was astounded at reading the 
headlines of the Feb. 12 issue of 
The Jewish Post. Before printing 
the fact that there was a demon- 
stration in front of the Israeli 
consulate and the reason for it, 
you first sought to prejudice the 
readers against the demonstra- 
tors and to besmirch them in the 
eyes of the public. 


It is unfair to brand the dem- 
onstrators as traitors and irre- 
sponsible people, as has been 
done time and time again in the 
Jewish press without first an- 
alyzing the situation and know- 
ing who these people are. It is 
positively absurd to think that 
leading orthodox rabbis, who 
serve as guiding lights to thous- 
ands of Jews, both here and in 
Israely are irresponsible fanatics. 
Men who have dedicated their 
lives to Torah and mitzvoth, men 
who have founded Yeshivas for 
the preservation of tradition, 
men whose homes are open for 
one and all to come for advice 
and aid, are not likely to parade 
in the snow for the sole purpose 
of betraying their people. 


One must realize that the 
greatest rabbinical authorities in 
Israel and America have con- 
demned the Israeli draft bill. 
Even those who oppose the dem- 
onstrations, are in sympathy 
with the cause. A few weeks ago, 
Agudas Harabonim called an 
emergency conference at which a 
resolution was made condemning 
this bill. The Young Israel view- 
point likewise opposes this law. 
All these organizations know 
from experience that the prom- 
ises of the Israeli government 
are worthless, they realize that 
this draft can have horrible re- 
sults, and, like its predecessor. 
the military draft, impair the 
morals of Jewish girls. 


Religious leaders in Israel ap- 


cause more damage and leave 
the country much more vulner- 
able to attack than the absence 
of two thousand female draft- 
ees. The Knesset members 
should realive that the Torah is 
uncompromising, hence Torah 
true Jews are likewise uncom- 
promising. The results of coer- 
cion can only be chillul ha- 
shem and strife both in the Holy 
Land and in the Diaspora, and 
grave danger to national securi- 
ty. 

Rabbi Tabory and his party de- 
plore the fact “that people do 
such things in the name of re- 
ligion.” It is infinitely more de- 
plorable that the Mizrachi par- 
ties hide behind the guise of re- 
ligion to further their political 
aims, It is an unheard of sacri- 
lege for any religious organiza- 
tion to threaten Yeshivoth that 
do not sever relations with the 
committee for Repeal of the 
Women’s Draft in Israel. (I re- 
fer to the advertisement in the 
Day-Journal of February 12). 


Since the appearance of the 
aforementioned advertisement 
synagogue appeals have been re- 
refused to great Torah centers, 
and worshippers have been in- 
structed by so-called orthodox 
rabbis to refrain from support- 
ing certain Yeshivoth.

Nazi Killers Re-Burial Explained 


HAMELIN, Germany—An official of the Lower Saxon Ministry 
of justice, in answering questions on the transfer of the 91 bodies 
of German war criminals from a communal grave in Hamelin prison 
to the local cemetery, has stated “there is no question of glorify- 
ing the dead men and there is nothing neo-Nazi in this reburial. 
We merely want to help relatives, who wish to tend the graves.” 
The transfer of the bodies is to be spread over several weeks to 
avoid any “unpleasant political demonstration,” according to the 
Jewish Chronicle of London.

is currently being observed throughout Germany.

He extended his activities to 
the Congo in 1809.
